Erery coal mine which helped to 


win the war is over-capitalized be- 
cause Secretary McAdoo compelled it. 
It is over-developed because Mr. Gar- 
fi»ld asked it and because the situa- 
tion demanded it. Thus competition 
will prevent them from making money 
e-ten it they hawe only to compete 
with each othVr.

At a sale 
value ot so little as two cents a -ton, 
the aggregate value of this coal is 
$83,772,000,000. For easy figuring wo 
will say the sales price would bo 
$75,000,000,000. 
The 
government's 


outlay, Therefore, would be ?2,000,000.- 
000 for plants and J75,0j>0,000,000 for 
the reserve coal. 
That amount is 


about .three times the total cost of war 
to America and about 19 times the 
total debt of all American business to 
loreigu bankers in 1914. 


The interest charge, figured at three 


per cent on this amount, is about ?2,- 
500,000,000 per year, or about two and 
one-batf times the total cost to the 
people of running the entire govern- 
ment, in normal tiimc, during the life 
of any one seseion of Congress. It is 
hardly conceivable that the people 
would consent to so.cn an increase of 
taxation to get in exchange only the 
joy of engaging in the coa! business. 


If this interest is not paid as taxes, 


it must be charged against the sales 
price of coal. The resort would be: 


America will produce, we will say, 


600,000,000 tons of coal annually. 
From this business, the government 
must raise enough revenue to pay 
$2,500,000,000 of interest money or 
$4.15 per ton. This merely pays the 
interest on the money invested in 
coal.
